"When Judge Parker went to bed at sengers. 


0:45 Friday night," said this man, "he 
did not know anything at .nil about the 
financial side of tho platform which'had 
been agreed upon, more than was out- 
lined in the very brief bulletin tetephou- 
cd from Kingston. When'' informed' by 
tho Associated Press correspondent at 
C:fiO a. in. of the.bare fact of his^omi- 
nation he knew no more and the first 
reul knowledge he had of the action of 
the convention on tho linancml plank in 
the platform, was when he read the Kew 
York morning papers. Immediately af- 
ter breakfast, that is to say, a little of- 
tor 9 o'clock, he started for a horse- 
back ride. Just before- mounting his 
horse a telegram was handed him, giv- 
ing a concise- outline of the platform. 
From tho moment of his reading of that 
telegram, it was noticed that he was 
very much pro-occupied, and as he rode 
off, his head was bowed'as if in deep 
thought.

SENT FAMOUS TELEGRAM. . 


"About 10:30 o'clock he rode up to 


tho railroad station, asked for telegrams 
and received quite a bunch of them. I 
happen to know that none of them gave 
him the information he. wanted. He 
chatted with tho reporters for a while 
aiid it was afterward recalled that some 
of his questions to them betrayed the 
fact of his lack of first hand knowledge 
of tho convention's! action. He waited 
about the station, almost irresolute in 
bearing for fully ten minutes .and then 
suddenly galloped back 
toward Rose- 


jnont. An hour afterward 
his-famous 


telccram was filed with the operator, 
and the remarkable series of events was 
under way.

TO ENLARGE PEST HOUSE 


Same May bo Used lor Taking 


Care ot Aged Sick and Poor 


. 
oi tlie City, 


It'is probable that the pcafchouse lo; 


cated'in .the town.of Mt: Pleasant, .south 
of the city, may be enlarged and used 
for'taking" care of the aged poor of the 
city, or sick people who have in the past 
been sent to the hospitals. Members of 
tlie' pauper committee; the superinten- 
dent of poor; city physician and city en- 
gineer visited the building last week. 
They inspected it aad were of the opin- 
ion that the house can be moved about 
220 feet to the road, -an addition added 
to the rear and other 
improvements 


made whereby aged sick people can be 
scut and taken- care of at less expense 
than- at present. 


The'officials argue that it 
may be 


twenty years before there is occasion to 
use the place as a pest house. Even if it 
is converted for the aged poor and sick 
and an epidemic should break out, an- 
other structure' could" be built on the 
land. The expense to the'city at pres- 
'ent 
in taking .care of the poor is very 


heavy. 
Often last winter .the fuel bill, 


alone, for a poor family was '$200. It is 
claimed that $200 would-pay for all the 
fuel used in the pest house if converted 
nto a place to keep the old people, Pos- 
bly the matter will be presented to tho 
ity council in proper shape.

Often it would be found 
that blank entries were made and it an- 
noyed Mr. Lintner and vexed the other 
girls. ' The attention of Miss Nhnm w'as 
called- to the matter. Things ran along 
and a party was given by Mr. Lintnor, 
and .he wanted the girl to wait on. the. 
table- as late as 2 o'clock in the morning 
and she refused. He -intended to 'let her 
go -at -that tiros, but- was troubled jivith; 
^a sore eye and believed he could not at- 
it'end to the business and^ kept her on., :;. 


Miss Lizzie Linden was the room mate 


•of Miss Nimm and for more than a week 
.sh'e noticed that the girl .was not acting 


' right-; she seemed to be worried and read 
a great mnny novels, and often asked 
her what was the matter, but never re- 
ceived any definite reply.

$30,000 to complete the big structure, 
and it was packed with ice when de- 
stroyed.

To Economize Fuel.—The 
Scientific 


'American gives tho following formula, 
which seems to be of great value. 
It 


will bo noted that the fuel can be made 
from coal of any kind, or from sawdust 
or charcoal. It should bo mixed and 
molded into balls about the size of an ap 
pie to tho size of an egg, using about 
oqual quantities of each sine when put 
in the fire. It should bo mixed in ti 
box made for that purpose, having a 
utrong bottom,.two sides and one end. 
Not more of the mixture should be made 
at a time than is needed for one day's 
•use, as it must be wet when put on the 
flro and of'proper consistency tlmt^it 
can be compressed {irmly into balls with 
the hands. It may be made as follows: 


Mix fine coal, charcoal sr sawdust, one 


part; sand of any kind, two parts; com- 
mon clay, one part; in quantity as need- 
ed for use before it will become too dry 
to adhere firmly. Make the muss up 
•wet into balls of convenient size, and 
when the fire is sufficiently strong place 
these balls, according to their size, a lit- 
tle above tho top of the furnace or stove 
grate, and give u good, strong draft un- 
til tho lumps begin to burn freely: then 
regulate the draft according to the heat 
you need, and you will have a Art con- 
siderably more intense than common fuel 
can produce and insure a saving of one- 
half the quantity of coal. A lire thus 
made up will require no stirring nor 
fresh fuel for ten hours." 


Fudge,—Three pounds light brown su- 


gar, halt1 pound chocolate, 
half 
cupful 


cream, quarter pound butter, three table- 
spoonfuls vanilla extract. 


Put all over the fire except tho va- 


jiilla and cook slowly until a little of the 
candy dropped in cold water 
hardens. 


Take from the fire, add the vanilla, beat 
hard for some minutes and turn into _ 
buttered tins. Score into squares when 
it becomes cool.

Another good point **c remember in to 
fill the bag three-qum-lers full of \witcr; 
this keeps it pliaWo and oj convenient 
shape. When filled close to ilic top and 
placed under prc.*cure, it is quite likely 
to spring a leak, which complicates mut-

KNEW BUT LITTLE OF ITS 
PLANKS UNTIL SATURDAY 


Nominee Not to Tonr the Country 
Mak- 


ing Speeches, But Will Conduct 


His Campaign From Porch, 


at Rossmoiit. 


ESOPUS, N. Y., July 11.— Light was 


thrown on the history of the now fam- 
ous Parker telegram and the reply to it 
of tha Democratic convention at 
St. 


Louis by a close friend of Judge Par- 
ker who declined to allow the use of 
his name. 


"When Judge Parker went to bed at 


0:45 Friday night," said this man, "he 
did not know anything at all about the 
financial side of the platform which 'had 
been agreed upon, mote than <was out- 
lined in the very brief bulletin telephon- 
ed from Kingston. When • informed ' by 
the Associated Press correspondent at 
6:50 a. m. of the. bare fact of his nomi- 
nation he knew no more and the first 
real knowledge he had of the action ot 
the convention on the financial plank in 
the platform, was when he read the New 
York morning papers. Immediately af 
ier breakfast, that is to say, a little af- 
ter 9 o'clock, he started for a horse- 
Kick ride. Just before mounting his 
horse a telegram was handed him, giv- 
ing a concise outline of the platform. 
From the moment of his reading of that 
telegram, it was -noticed- that he was

Care ot Aged Sick and Poor

It'is probable that the pest-house lo-',

for taking care of the aged poor .of .the,, 
city, or sick people who have in the past 
been sent to the hospitals. Members of 
the "pauper committee; the superinten- 
dent of poor; city physician and city efl- 
ginee'r visited the building last week. 
They inspected it and were of the opin- 
ion that the house can be moved about 
220 feet to the road, an addition added 
to the rear and other improvements 
made whereby aged sick people can be 
sent and taken care of at less expense 
than- at present.

Even it it 
is converted for the aged, poor and sick 
and an epidemic shoxild break out, an- 
other structure could be "built on the 
land. The expense to the'city at pres-' 
nt in taking ..care of, the poor is very 
heavy. Often last winter the fuel bill 
alone, for a poor family was $200. It is 
claimed that $200 would -pay for all the 
fuel used in the pest house if converted 
into a place to keep the old people. Pos- 
sibly the matter will be presented to the 
city council in proper shape.

The main fight was upon a proposed in- 
come tax plank providing for nn amend- 
ment to the constitution to meet the 
adverse decision of the supreme court 
upon the Wilson law.. It was upon this 
amendment and the general gold plank 
that Mr. Bryan made his stro'ng fight. 
Mr. Williams of Mississippi, first offer- 
ed the income tax amendment, and it 
was immediately antagonized- by form- 
er Senator Hill, who stated that with

a plank 
in the platform, .New 


York could not be carried by the Demo- 
cratic nominees. Es urged in addition 
the adoption of a platform which would 
enablo the Democrats to win in doubt- 
ful states.

A BAD JOI/T AT THE STAHT. 


The Democratic presidential ticket, 


Judge Alton Brooks Parker of New York 
and ex-Senator Henry G. Davis of West 
Virginia, narrowly escaped shipwreck at 
its very first inception. While balloting 
for the latter office a telegram came 
from the presidential nominee to the ef- 
fect that he regarded it ns imperative 
to inform the convention he could not 
run upon a platform destitute of a gold 
standard plank unless it was perfectly 
understood, and thnt if not, they would 
be obliged to find another nominee. To 
this after a great scurrying around and 
debate among the leaders and the opin- 
ion of Bryan that with a gold standard 
candidate the platform should have the 
plank, if the convention be honest with 
itself, an answer was sent to Judge Par- 
ker that the financial question was not 
an issue in the campaign, and that he 
could stand upon the platform. 


The effect of all this is that the presi- 


dential 
candidate 
reserves 
to him- 


self 
the 
right 
to 
take 
any ac- 


tion 
ho 
deems 
proper 
if 
elect- 


ed president and 
financial legislation 


comes up, and the Democratic pnrty so 
far an the convention can influence so 
understands it. 
But what it picture all 


this presents to the country. Will this 
sort of thing be satisfactory, Democrats 
may well ask themselves? It may be so 
to the coterie of eastern corporative 
magnates at the buck oE Judge Parker, 
but will it be so to the great body of 
American voters? 


No great natidnal convention ever be- 


fore presented to the country a platform 
absolutely silent upon a matter of most 
vital importance, a platform constructed 
in deference to the wishes of its great 
leader, twice defeated upon the issue of 
sixteen to one and with planks of a soc- 
ialistic nature, and therefore refraining 
from any mention whatever, not even 
expressive that such had been definitely 
settled, iind a candidate honest enough 
with himself to notify the convention he 
would not accept unless he was under- 
stood as being at liberty to enforce the 
gold ptamlirrrl if elected. No other great 
convention has ever presumed to fla- 
grantly deny the intelligence of the Am- 
erican people. 
How would, this work, 


if this party unfortunately 
elects 
its 


president? How can such a thing of 
trick politics work, for all know despite 
the pretty talk Jiryun is deposed, Bryan 
is not deposed nor anything of the sort. 


As to the personality of Judge Par- 


ker his record i-t that of a jurist now 
holding the position of chief justice of 
the court of appeals of New York, being 
elected by the common consent of both 
parties in 18fl7. receiving 00,000 majority. 
Born on May 14th, 1S52, he was admitted 
to the bar in 1872 and was chosen as sur- 
rogate of Ulster county in 1877, holding 
this office two terms. In 1885 he declin- 
ed, the appointment tendered by Presi- 
dent Cleveland as first assistant post- 
master general and also the nomination 
of lieutenant governor, and late in this 
year received the appointment of judge 
of the state supreme court. In 1880 ho 
was appointed judge of the second divis- 
ion'of the court of appeals and in 1892 
a judge of the first division of tho Appel- 
late court. In 1897 he was elected as 
the. chief justice of the court of appeals. 
This is the record of Judge Parker and 
ia that of hundreds of reputable Ameri- 
can citizens. What such a man would 
bo able to accomplish as president, hold- 
ing views wholly at. divergence with 
many of his party and notably its great- 
est leader now apparently retired, and 
•upon a platform purposely silent as to 
the real great important matter before 
the people, the integrity of its finances, 
i.i something voters will well concern 
themselves about and they will. 


The contrast is presented in the great 


personality of President Roosevelt and 
tho vital questions upheld,by the Repub- 
lican party of gold standard, a. tariff 
protective in every line, the proper con- 
trol of the trusts and the protection of 
American 
manhood everywhercs. 'Its 


record is not that of ambiquousness. nor 
of intended deception by 
a 
platform 


evasive and veiled with the language of 
the essayist, and its candidate is not 
necessitated to save his honor by de- 
claring his views upon a 
vital issue, 


which his platform ignores. What Pres 
ident Roosevelt has accomplished is be- 
fore the country and the list of nota 
ble results, such as hava brought about 
a nomination to succeed himself by the 
unanimous voice of his party. He is no 
untried man, for tho people see in Theo 
dore HooseTclt a worthy American, a 
most capable executive, and one thor 
oughly in rapport with not only his 
party, but jvith thousands of American 


citizens 
in 
other .parties who 
will 


give him their votes in November. 


The personal character of Judge Par- 


ker does not enter into calculation any 
more than it is of course presumable no 
political party but would present ,to the 
consideration of the citizens one blame- 
less in private life, and of good, record in 
his chosen calling. This is certainly true 
of Judge Alton B. Parker for it would 
be folly to say otherwise, as it Would be 
untrue. The issue is the 
Democratic 


party, its policies as declared in the plat- 
form, and the manner in which their 
candidate would fill the office if elected, 
carrying out the issues so expressed in 
his platform, with the one great issue 
wholly untouched upon. The record of 
the Republican party is clear, as it is 
unassailable. The record of the Demo- 
cratic party is not clear, and it is as- 
sailable in many ways. With the figure 
of Bryan looming up in the party trium- 
phant in platform making to the extent 
that the leaders who . had the . power, 
were wholly afraid to,use it, and a pres- 
idential candidate declaring the platform 
misrepresents him. and he-must-Inform 
the convention if it doesn't like it to get 
another man, the country is quick to'per- 
ceive the unfitness as well as the unwor- 
thiness of the Democratic party to dis- 
place Theodore Roosevelt. 


IS A TltEATISE. 


The Democratic platform is perhaps 


best expressed by ex-Senator Pcttigrew, 
who is of the opinion it is a treatise ra- 
ther than a platform and success has 
been attained in producing a large vol- 
ume without saying anything. It reads 
like a well constructed essay and 
at 


more than one point Republicans really 
could not disagree very much. But the 
platform is notorious for its omissions 
even more than the commissions. Some 
Democrats will discover the old Bryanie 
taint has gone, for the flavor of conser- 
vatism is there, mildly indeed, but the 
commanding resonant tones of 1806 and 
1900 nre mostly absent. 


No referenced to an income tax is dis- 


coverable. There is no rcaffmnation of 
sixteen to one, nor are there any at- 
tacks upon the judiciary which was so 
in evidence in 1806. It is a commentary 
upon the present condition of the Demo- 
cratic party when even William Jennings 
Bryan and David B. Hill can smile and 
both declare their ability to 
heartily 


agree with tho platform. It is true the 
old leader Bryan is deposed, and no lon- 
ger can dictate to his party, tat it is 
hardly true he is posing as a martyr; 
rather has he put his house in order to 
sit in with the new dispensation and in 
due time if the Nebraska Republicans 
can be caught napping, to officiate as a 
United States senator. There is no gold 
plank, nor is there any reference as was 
first intended that through the opera- 
tions of nature it was unnecessary to re- 
sort to silver, that in fact the supply of 
gold had so increased, there was ample 
for our currency. Bryan tried to get 
in after the agreement had been reached 
something about the volume of currency 
not being reduced, but this was held to 
be a sort of breech of faith and it was 
ruled out. Democracy goes before the 
country absolutely silent as to its inten- 
tions as regards the finances and as to 
accepting the situation as it now ex- 
ists. Hill tried for this, but failed, the 
influence of Bryan being 
sufficiently 


strong to prevent. 


As to this influence it cannot be said 


Bryan's strength brought about the si- 
lence of a financial plank, rather'it was 
the purpose to compromise, to arbitrate, 
as it were, and while denying the intent,, 
yet, to assume the country would accept 
this sort of .thing as a guarantee if in 
power, no hostile act would be commit- 
ted against the gold standard, Bryan ac- 
cepted the proffer of silence as the price 
of his support, and further the modifica- 
tion of the tariff plank and one or,two 
other minor concessions were thrown in. 
thus letting him down with as little jolt 
as possible. It must be admitted the 
gold Democrats' in absolute control of 
the convention used political strategy in 
not rubbing it into Bryan and his sup- 
porters, . but they have not fooled the 
country in the least. They have saved 
a most formidable bolt and it may be a 
question which way they would lose the 
most, for it may'be safely asserted thou- 
sands of Democrats who repudiated Bry- 
un and silverism, are not yet prepared 
to accept the silence of the platform as 
to 
the 
gold standard, give 
evi- 


dence the present gold standard will be 
preserved in its integrity. Bryan is al- 
together too much in evidence despite 
all tho able articles tending to prove 
the Nebraskan is a fallen and deposed, 
as well as discredited leader. 


The customary planks are all there 


and the usual canting phrases about.the 
affairs of government economically ad- 
ministered. The tariff is to be an af- 
fair of revenue with revenues sufficient 
for governmental purposes administered 
in a Jeftcrsonian 
simplicity. Expenses 


are to be reduced and economy the order 
of the day—if they attain power. The 
navy is to be regarded as .necessary for 
our national defense, but not too large, 
itnc! neither must the army be too large. 
The, trusts are to be regulated and sub- 
dued, but if they are, it would riot be 
the former Attorney General Olney who 
would accomplish'the purpose.

There is 
observable a 
reference 


to the Republican plank demanding a 
congressional investigation of the sup- 
pression of the suffrage right in 
the 


south, and if so suppressed, the reduc- 
tion of the congressional'representation 
to correspond as required by the con- 
.stit'ution. This naturally is denounced, 


But the treatise as so. held by ex-Sen- 


ator Pettigrew reads smoothly. It may 
catch some, but it will fail utterly to 
catch the great drift that left the party 
four and eight years ago as a result of 
the domination of Bryanism and Popu- 
lism. Though to be fair, the present 
platform can not be charged as Popu- 
listic in the sense the previous two hove 
been. lu the references to capital and 
labor they, aie carefully coupled .togeth- 


er, and the rijjht of men to combine 
purposes of reducing expenses and in- 
crease of production "admitted. The Col- 
orado labor troubles received 
mention,

Omitting the preamble the plank says: 


"We insist upon the maintaimnnce of the 
principles of protection, and therefore 
the rates of duty should be readjusted 
only when conditions are so changed 
that the public interest demands their 
alteration." As to reciprocity the plank 
says: 
"We have extended widely our 


foreign markets, and we believe in the 
adoption of all practicable methods for 
their further extension, including com- 
mercial reciprocity, wherever reciprocal 
relations can be effected consistent with- 
the principles of protection and without 
injury' to American agriculture. Ameri- 
can labor or any. American industry." 


It is now already insisted the two 


planks together really means that the 
protective tariff will at the next congress 
be taken up and a new measure brought 
forward and one that will also provide 
for reciprocal treaties that will not be 
dissimilar from the ideas of the lamented 
McKinley in the latter months of his 
life. 


As the country has taken great inter- 


est in the tariff remarks made by Presi- 
dent HIcKinlcy in his famous Buffalo 
speech, it is well worth reprinting fin 
connection with this latest Republican 
platform. He said: 


' "What we produce beyond our do-; 
mestic consumption must find a vent 
abroad. 
The excess must be relieved 


through a foreign outlet, and we should 
sell everywhere we can and buy wher- 
ever the "buying will .enlarge our sales 
and productions, and thereby make a 
greater demand for home labor. 
The 


period of exclusiveness is past. The ex- 
pansion 'of our trade and commerce is 
the pressing problem. Commercial wars 
are unprofitable. A policy of good will 
and friendly trade relations will prevent 
reprisals. Reciprocity treaties 
are in 


harmony with the spirit of the times; 
measures of retaliation are not. If per- 
chance some of our tariffs are no longer 
needed for revenue or to encourage and 
protect our industries at 
home, why 


should they not be employed to expand 
and promote our markets abroad?" 


Here the stand patter, the revisionist 


.may give way to a platform embracing 
the best of both; It is a thoroughly 
American viewpoint, which, had William 
McKinley lived, would have been em- 
bodied into law before this, but as it is 
.the good epmmon sense of .Ropiiblican 
'legislators will bring them together soon- 
er or later to fashion-into a masterpiece 
,of tariff legislation for the benefit of the 
.American people. -

TJses of Overshoes.—A physician who 


recently addressed a meeting on a sub- 
ject intimately connected with 
health, 


opened his lecture by asking all the wo 
men who had worn rubbers that night, 
which happened tc be wet, to raise their 
hands. 


Only a few were able io respond; 


^whereupon he proceeded to give them a 
special admonition on that particular 
point, insisting on the absolute necessity 
of protecting the leet from dampness if 
one wished good health. 


Another doctor once said: "As far as 


health is concerned, I'd sooner think of 
going out into tlio street without my hat 
than without my overshoes in wet .ind 
wintry weather." Besides this direct in- 
fluence upon the health that protection 
by overshoes affords, there is another 
consideration, almost, if not quite as di- 
rect, which deserves the most serious at- 
tention. 


Tnat is the greater cleanliness of wear- 


ing overshoes, which are generally at 
once removed on entering the house. Ev- 
en though the walking shoes are chang- 
ed for house shoes, they are likely to be 
wiped over the carpets of one or more 
living rooms, and the dust or dirt of the 
street, containing, it may be, deadly mi- 
crobes, has been deposited where there 
is danger of the germs of disease being 
taken into the organisms of the house- 
dwellers. 


If feather Dusters arc to come 'under 


the official bun, because in 
their use 


they may scattei- the poisonous germs 
that lurk in the household, why should 
there not be equal care exercised against 
entering the house with shoes that have 
been exposed to the filth of the streets? 
A more careful observance of such pre- 
cautions will help in the fight against 
that terrible scourge, the "white pla- 
gue," and of pneumonia and other germ 
diseases. 


To Economize Fuel.—The 
Scientific 


'American gives the following formula, 
•which seems to be of great value. 
It 


will be noted that the fuel can be made 
from coal of any kind, or from sawdust 
or charcoal. It should be mixed and 
molded into balls about the size of an ap- 
ple to the size of an egg, using about 
equal quantities of each size when put 
in the fire. It should be mixed in a 
b.n made for that purpose, having a 
strong bottom, two sides and one end, 
2»Tot more of the mixture should be made 
at a time than is needed for one day's 
•use, as it must be wet when put on the 
fire and of proper consistency that it 
can be compressed iirmly into balls with 
the hands. It may be made as follows: 


Mix fine coal, charcoal or sawdust, one 


part; sand of any kind, two parts; com- 
mon clay, one part; in quantity as need- 
ed for use before it will become too dry 
to adhere firmly. Make the mass tip 
•wet into balls of convenient size, and 
•when the fire is sufficiently strong place 
these balls, according to their size, a lit- 
tle above the top of the furnace or stove 
grate, and give a good, strong draft un- 
til the lumps begin to burn freely; then 
regulate the draft according to the heat 
you need, and you will have a firt con- 
siderably more intense than common fuel 
can produce and insure a saving of one- 
half the quantity of coal. A fire thus 
made up will require no stirring nor 
iresh fuel for ten hours." 


Fudge.—Three pounds light brown su- 


gar, half pound chocolate, half 
cupful 


cream, quarter pound butter, three table- 
spoonfuls vanilla extract. 


Put all over the fire except the va- 


uilla and cook slowly until a little of the 
candy dropped in cold water 
hardens. 


Take from the fire, add the vanilla, beat 
hard for some minutes and turn into 
buttered tins. Score into squares when 
it becomes cool. 


Hot Water Bags Often Badly Used.- - 


People often complain of rubber 
h«>t- 


water bags leaking after a short time. In 
many cases this is their own fault. 


To begin with, since no household can 


afford *o be without this convenience 
nowadays, a good one should be pur- 
chased. 
A good design in serviceable 


quality is sold for $1.50, made "f either 
maroon or slate colored riibbai. 


Rubber appliances will las.1 twice as 


long if they are given the ;>vopcr care 
nnd attention. Xevor pour bulling water 
directly into a bag, or, in fact, any rub- 
ber article. This softens the rnbor and 
causes it to split and break at the seams. 
The bag mny be refilled1 as often as de- 
sired to retain the requited temperature. 
Another good point io remember is to 
fill the bag three-quarters full of water; 
this keeps it pliaWo arid of convenient 
shape. When filled close to the top and 
placed under procure, it is quite likely 
to spring a leak, which complicates mat- 
ters unpleasantly. Besides, its bulkiness 
is not conducive tf> comfort. 


When the bng is not in use, it should 


be emptied, and Irung up, mouth down- 
ward, to drain. To prevent the sides of 
the bag from adhering to one another 
for the lack of nir, insert n small stick 
or piece of linen through the top. If 
this precaution ie not observed, then, 
just before nsiiiig. pour in a little, hot 
water, shaking i~ around thoroughly to 
loosen the folds. 


Never, under any circumstance's, fold 


n rubber bag before putting it away; 
tie the stopper to thir bug instead of 
screwing it on. 


i Housekeepers \7ho Worry.—"House- 


keepers do two things which they should 
not do," said a wise old woman. "To be- 
gin with, they soon cease to be original. 
They serve up the same old -things every 
day in the week. 
You always know 


what is coming. Potatoes, meat and 
vegetables and pie^all appear in the same 
old guise. They are cooked the same 
every_day in the year and three times a 
day. 


"Secondly, they worry too much. They 


take the kitchen too much to heart. They 
are going to have roast lamb for dinner, 
M'ith peas or cabbage and browned po- 
tatoes; they begin early in.the day to 
worry about it, and they worry until 
tho end of the chapter, .which is until 
they lay their heads down to rest for 
the last time. Instead of fretting, invent 
a new dish and study cookery pictures 
and try to got up something like them. 
That is the best and most original way 
to set a good table." 


What We Breathe. Rochester Demo- 


crat and Chronicle.—In the 
morning 


when a broad beam o£ sunshine pours 
through the window of your sleeping 
apartment, you see countless tiny par- 
ticles floating along the path of the sun- 
light; but the air of the remainder of 
tho room seems entirely clear and pure. 
Is it? Not at all. There is just as much 
dust in the air outside that stream of 
light as there is in it, but it is not visi- 
ble. So the desease germs in the form 
of impalpable dust are floating about 113 
often when we are. unconscious of their 
presence. 
Our vitality 'may be strong 


enough to render them innocuous, or it 
may not. If it is .we retain our health. 
If it is not we are attacked with typhoid 
or diptheria, or some other malady com- 
municated in that way. 


FOB. THE HOUSEHOLD. 


For sponging out bureau drawers or 


sideboards use tepid water containing a 
small quantity of thymolin. 


Jars and bottles that smell of onions 


will be quite sweet and odorless if left 
out of doors filled with sand or garden 
mold. 


Varnished walls in the bathroom and 


halls are easily washed off, and it costs 
little in either money, time or trouble to 
varnish them. 


Carved furniture which defies the dust 


cloth can be made as attractive as new 
by brushing it with a soft hair brush 
dipped in kerosene,, 


When using a broom (Jon't sweep with 


your buck; use your arms. Sweep in one 
direction with long, light strokes. Sweep 
the carpet with the pile, not against it. 


Kerosene will take iron rust and fruit 


stains from almost every kind of goods 
without injuring the fabric . Wash the 
soiled parts in kerosene as you would in 
water, before any water has touched 
them. 


A small whisk broom clipped tobliquely 


so as to make one side of it pointed is 
the only implement to use when sweep- 
ing the "corners of rooms or stairways, 
as by no other method can every particle 
of dust be so effectively removed. 


Whisky will take out most 
obstinate 


fruit stains. A child's dress will look en- 
tirely ruined by the dark berry litains 
on it,'but if whisky is poured on the dis- 
colored places before scnding.it into the 
wast it will come out as good as new. 
Grass stains may be removed wii;h al- 
cohol. 


White spots may be removed from fur- 


niture by placing over them a cloth 
dipped in almost boiling water, nnd then 
rubbing them with a dry, soft cloth, re- 
peating the operation if necessary. Claret 
stains may be removed by covering the 
stain while wet with salt, and after al- 
lowing it to stand a few minutes rinsing 
it in cold water. 


Vaseline 
stains 
usually seem quite 


hopeless, but even they may be made to 
vanish. Place two thicknesses of blot- 
ting paper on the ironing board; over 
them place the material with the spot 
saturated with benzine. Now cover this 
with two- more pieces of blotting paper, 
and press with a moderate hot iron. The 
process may need :to. be repeated, but 
success is inevitable. Benzine must be 
handled very carefully nnd away from 
the fire, as it is highly inflammable. 


By hanging a creased cloth jacket or 


skirt on a line over the bathtub, closing 
tho windows and doors and turning 011 
the hot water till the room is full of 
steam, I find I can remove the wrinkles 
from the garments," a, clever housekeep- 
er writes to one of the magazines. "The 
clothes must be left for two hours hang- 
ing in the vapor, and then placed in the 
fresh air to dry. The process is simple 
and practicable for a.ny one, and better 
in many cases than pressing." 


Carpet sweeping is best done with a re- 


liable carpet sweeper, for labor is saved 
and cleanliness insured by the collection 
of the dust, which, being dislodged from 
the carpet, has no chance of being blown 
over the room and settling in furniture 
and draperies. If the sweeping cannot 
be done with a carpet sweeper then begin 
proceedings by scattering a few damp 
tea leaves over the carpet. Sweep with 
.a not too hard broom and always in one 
direction. Too much energy in the mat- 
ter does no good, but actual harm, for 
it makes the carpet shabby before its 
time. 


A boiled egg should be either sort 


boiled or hard enough for the yolk to 
crumble to be frisily digested. An auth- 
ority (in egg cooking says that boiled 
eggs to be at their best should not be 
boiled at all. If desired hard, they 


should be kept-in water just below the 
boiling point for twenty minutes. For* 
soft eggs, put them in cold water, and 
when tie water - reaches the 
boiling 


point the egg ahould be'taken out, and 
it will be found creamy and delicate. 
When poaching egge,' to make them into 
a ball shape, but "one egg should be 
Booked at » time. 
After the water be- 


gins to boil rapidly stir it around until 
a small circle is formed in the water, 
drop the egg into the middle, and the 
motion of the boiling water will form 
a circular covering of white around the 
unbroken yolk.

ful of melted butter add half a cupful 
of white wine and one taiiespoonfiU oj 
flour dissolved in a little water, together 
with salt, two or three. peppercorns and 
a eliee. of lemon. Let all simmer'slowly 
until thick. When ready to serve add a. 
hard-boiled egg sliced and'grate over the 
top a little mace. This sauce may be 
put together with the exception of the 
mace and' egg fifteen' minutes or more 
before it is needed, standing the sauce- 
pan in hot water during't'hat time, thus 
giving the ingredients opportunity' to 
blend.

at 4:30 o'clock this morning began the 
speech which he had been expected to 
make against Parker. Buit was appar- 
ently only a final effort to redeem a 
cause which was lost. Mr. Bryan got his 
clianee to speak this morning when Wis- 
consin yielded its <plaee in the call of 
states to Nebraska, which had earlier 
stood aside for Wisconsin, so that Mayor 
David-S. Rose could nominate E. C. Wall. 
Mr. Bryan asked unanimous consent fpr 
the suspension of the time . limit .on 
seconding speeches. It was granted him, 
and he opened his address in a voice so 
weak and" hoarse as to be scarcely recog- 
nizable as his own. 


After stating that tyrice he had borne 


the standard for the party, Mr. Bryan 
continued: . 
;> 


"I come tonight to this Democratic 


convention to return the commission and 
to say that you may dispute whether I 
have fought a good fight. You may dis- 
pute whether I have finished my course, 
but you can not deny that I have kept 
the faith. Today, us a private citizen, I 
am more interested in the success of the 
Democratic ticket than I was when I 
was a candicate." 


When he declared himself a loyal De- 


mocrat under all conditions the applause 
came in great volume.

The applause that indorsed this declara- 
tion was .quick and general.

ed and lifting his head swept the hall 
ft'ith his gaze. 


"Why did I fail?"-he ased, and reply- 


ng to his own question said: "Because 
;here were some who affiliated with tho 
Democratic party who thought my elec- 
;ian dangerous to the country, They 
helped to elect my opponent. That ia 
why. But I have no criticism for them." 


"I have come to ask nothing," he said, 


'Nebraska asks nothing-but to fight the 
battles of Democracy."' 


He declared that he had never at-

Then a frantic cry 
of joy came from the dozens of Missou- 
rians on the floor, and from the hundreds 
of dozens in the balcony, and cheer af- 
ter cheer swept across the convention.

and Mr. Bryan went on to praise' the 
Missouri senator in the highest terms, 
to tho ever recurring chorus of Missou- 
ri's approval. 


"I knew before I came here," he said, 


"that the majority was against me on 
the financial plank. I did not come be- 
cause I was delighted to be in a minor- 
ity, but because I owed a duty to the 
6,000,000 men who voted for me in two 
campaigns and considered it my duty to 
secure as much for them as I eould." 


He closed with an appeal to the Dem- 


ocrats to avoid wrecking the party ei- 
ther upon the "Scylla of militarism or 
the Chnrybdis of commercialism." 


His address occupied forty-seven min- 


utes, and at its finish even his well test- 
ed physical, strength was far gone.

Nomination Made so After Re- 


ceiving Necessary Two- 


Thirds Vote on the 


First Ballot 


Convention Called to Order This Afternoon at 


2:48—Party Leaders Unable to Agree Upon 


Vice Presidential Choice and Adjourn- 


ment Was Taken Until 5:20. 


ST. LOUIS, July 0.—Judge Alton B. 


Parker, of New York slate court of ap- 
peals, was nominated :i.t about fifteen 
minutes to six o'clock this morning for 
president by the 
Democratic national 


convention. But one roll 
anil ensued 


and so decisive was the result of that 
one that contrary states began to call 
for recognition, and the bnllot finally 
resulted in a unanimous votes for the 
Xew York statesman. The scene was 
dramatic in.the extreme. Darkness had 
witnessed the gathering of the. Demo- 
cratic hosts, while broad daylight, the 
sun paling the electric lights, witnessed 
the cldse. 
\ 


. The convention was in session from 8 
o'clock last night until nearly 6 a. m. 
In- that time eight names were present- 
ed to the convention. Nominating and 
seconding speeches 
innumerable were 


made and when dawn appeared it be- 
came necessary to limit the seconding 
speeches to four minutes each. An ex- 
tension was made in the case of Wm. J. 
Bryan, who, in one of the most dramatic 
situations ever witnessed in a political 
gathering, 
addressed 
the convention, 


concluding by seconding the nomination 
of Senator Cockrell, the "favorite son" 
candidate from Missouri. Mr. Bryan 
received the third great ovation accord- 
ed during the convention. His speech 
was an impassioned appeal to the dele- 
gates to give, the puity the candidate 
who had voted the Democratic ticket in 
1896 
and 1900. He spoke on behalf of 


the Nebraska delegation which he said 
had no candidate to present, but wanted 
a candidate whose nomination would 
not prove a. triumph for one faction over 
another. He suggested Hearst if the 
convention thought 
best, -then former 


Governor Pattison of Pennsylvania, fin- 
ally, created a sensation in the conven- 
tion by declaring for Senator Cockrell. 


OVATION FOR COCKRELL. 


One of the features of the long drawn 


out session had been the beautiful trib- 
ute paid to Senator Cockrell,i when his 
name was placed in nomination by Rep 
lesentativo Champ Clark. ; litt was, a 
spontaneous outburst and for that .rea- 
son the more complimentary .to.:thc: sen- 
ator. The delegates who already were 
•weary, paused in their labors, and in the 
guise of a nomination of presidency 
which the senator's friends knew to be 
beyond his reach indulged in a demon- 
stration, 
continuing about 
half 
an 


hour. Nearly every delegate and spec- 
tator in the. galleries or on the floor, 
joined and the scene was the most im- 
pressive of all the ovations given dur- 
ing the sessions.- 


ceeded with. 
Alabama gave way to 


New York and Mr. Parker was p'iaced in 
nomination. 


SPEECHES. 


After that Hearst, Cockrell, Wall; 


Williams and 
Miles were named in 


speeches which took nearly the entire 
night. In the end all claims of the Par- 
ker forces were proved accurate. Par- 
ker had within a few votes of enough 
to nominate and these were forthcom- 
ing. The speeches which had been cheer- 
ed so. long and loudly had neither made 
nor lost time. Hhe Parker forces, under 
perfect organization, remained serene., | 


After ,(rtie nomination had been made 


the convention adjourned .U'ntil 2 p. m.> 
when a candidate for vice Coresidentwill 
be chosen.- After the close of the con- 
vention'many'figures prominent in the 
contest were surrounded by 'friends and 
heartily congratulated^ Notable among 
these were David B. Hill, who has been 
in actual: charge of the Parker forces.

Although then inac- 
cessible, lie had the foresight to realize 
that some day the property would be 
worth millions. His son-in-law, Stephen 
B. Elkins, now helps him in the manage- 
ment of his many enterprises. 


Senator Davis was married in 
1853. 


He has five children. His wealth is, es- 
timated at' many 
millions. Although 


over 80 years of age, he is still in good 
health.
